Such a request is but little short of an insult. Tt is an insult when 
addressed to a naturalized citizen.

“T am thoroughly familiar with the presetn organization of the 
German social body and with its culmination, the present German 
government. [ am much more familiar with it than any of the 
members of your committee. I have lived in Germany 25 years. 
I was born there. I was educated there. Not in the sense in which 
some of the members of your committee were educated there, who 
visited a German university for a year or two. I spent 19 years of 
my life in German educational institutions, from the kindergarten 
to the research laboratory. 

‘T eonfess that at the beginning of this war my sympathies 
were divided, The German nation had many justifiable complaints 
against its neighbors. But whatever wrongs the German nation 
may have suffered in the past from other nations, the German goy- 
ernment during this war has had more than one opportunity to 
have them set right and to terminate the war. Its actions show 
that world domination, not justice, is its aim. [ sympathize with 
the German people, but not with their government. You, however, 


would appreciate your American citizenship better if, like me, you 
had been born and brought up in Germany. 

“Tf Germany wins this war, 50 years hence its government will 
rule the American people. I do not want my American children to 
be put under this yoke which I escaped by coming to America. 
My hope is that the German government will be overthrown and 
that the German nation, my relatives and friends, will enter an 
international organization for peace and justice. But the German 
government, this fearful danger to our futwre, can be overthrown 
only by raising armies, not by sitting around the council table of 
the ‘People’s Council of America’ and ‘working for the repeal of 
the conscription laws.’ It is pitiful to see such a propaganda as 
yours led by an American university president, a distinguished 
scientist, who evidently cares nothing for the freedom of our ehil- 
dren. It is pitiful to see even whole universities in trouble through 
the shortsighted activities of their professors in favor of the 
enemy. Please do not count on me for bringing this disrepute upon 
the University of Missouri, the institution to which I belong.

Mrs. Harrison was most efficient as 
chairman of a committee on Conserv- 
ation of Food. She made possible 
course of cooking lessons on “Meat 
Substitutes and the Cooking of Vege- 
tables,” which was excellent, and 
did much to encourage home garden- 
ing. When the Woman’s Defense 
League was formed here they took 
over this branch of the work.

At this 
meeting the apportionments for each 
chapter were read and our hearts 
almost stopped beating when they 
read, “Upland $5000.” However, we 
had received an inspiration there and 
we came home resolved to make a
